NATION CAN DRAFT 


TO FILL RESERVES 


Washington, Dec. 
20.— Every able 
bodied 
male citizens of the United 
States between the ages of eighteen 
and forty five years is held liable for 
service in the national guard in war 
time, without further act of congress, 
by war department regulations for the 
government of the guard issued un­ 
der the national defense act. 
In a circular prepared nearly two 
months ago, but only just made public, 
the militia bureau directs that where 
a national guard regiment is called 
out for war service, a resurve train­ 
ing battalion to All vacancies at the 
front shall be organised out of the 
national guard reserve and by volun­ 
tary enlistment. 
"lf for any reason,” the order con 
tinues. "there shall not be enough 
reservists or enough voluntary enlist 
m enu to organize or to keep the re 
serve battalions at prescribed strength. 
a sufficient number of the unorganized 
military shall he drafted by the presi­ 
dent to maintain 
such 
battalion or 
lesser unit at the prescribed strength.” 


Will not Succeed 
in Peace Efforts 
is the Opinion 


(By United Press) 
Berlin, Dec. 29 
Judging from un­ 
official reports from the front and 
from diplomatic comments the peace 
efforts of President Wilson, the Cen­ 
tral Powers and Switzerland will not 
succeed immediately In bringing the 
war to a close. 
That the war will 
not end without the Allies making 
another gigantic concentrated effort 
to break the German front is Indicat­ 
ed by the artillery preparations now 
being made. 
England in the west, 
her allies in Greece, Russia In Ru­ 
mania apparently expect to accept 
Von Htndenberg’s challenge for w in­ 
ter battle. 
When the battles begin the peace 
talk will probably subside to awalt 
the outcome of the battles. 
It is be­ 
lieved that England Intends to xiv** 
Lloyd-George a trial aa premier and 
considerable depends on hi* efforts as 
to whether the peace talk la revived 
again In tho summer or fall after the 
Issue la again tested by the men of 
steel on the fighting front. 
Germany 
expresses confidence in defeating the 
attempts beginning between Lille and 
Ypres where a new English offensive 
is expected and the Germans are ful­ 
ly prepared. In Macedonia som ething 
appears to be developing and 
It 
is 
thought Gen. Serrall will make an­ 
other attempt at breaking the center 
German lines. 
This is the first note or definite 
tatement from Berlin 
telling 
that 
Germany docs not expert peace at 
once and the public belief that the 
allies will make one more grand at­ 
tempt before talking peace.
